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C.I.A. Said to Have Asked Funds 
for Chile Rmtists in ’73

, WASHINGTON, Oct, 20--The 
I Central Inielli; 2 ;ence Aj^ency 
-sought to finance an extreme 
right-wing opposition group in 
Chile six weeks before the over- 
throw of President Salvadore 
Allende Gossens in September, 
i 1973. highly reliable sources 
i said today. 

The sources said that the 
Tirst word of the C.I.A/s at- 
tempt to become involved with 
; the extremist group became 
known two weeks ago w^hen a 
'close aide to Secretary of State 
'Kissinger leaked documents in 
an effort to discredit a former 
high Nixon Administration in- 
telligence official who was 
knovvn to be privately cntieal 
, of Mr. Kissinger's role in Chile. 

The documents, aithougn in- 
tended to show that there was 
‘a consensus inside the Admin- 
istration over the clandenine 
C.I.A. oper.a lions in Chile have 
instead raised mew qne 
about tiie extent of the f^v/rec 
linited States involvement; m 
the overthrow of Dr. Ai-ende.

The 1973 document, sources 
isaid, showed that as late as 
July 5. 1973, the C.L.K. recom- 
mended to the 40 Committee 
that $200,000 be provided cian- 
destireiy to the National D.xny 
in Cmle. a consert'ative group 
that had urged Chileans to re- 
ject — 'With \ioIence if rece.s- 
sary — the A.llende Adminmra- 
tion ■».« “illegitimate" and “un- 
constitutional.”

Since the fir.st published dis- 
closures last month of the C.I..A. 
operations in Chile, knowledge- 
able Ford Administration orn- 
cials have mainted that the 
main goal was to enable mod- 
erate political factors to .sur- 
Ai\e the Allende period. 

Whether the 40 Commit-, 
tee specifically approved ’-e 
proposed funds for rhe Nati< :ui: 
party could noi be learr^n 
but William K. co.:-v. the 
director, told a If-^se nr ‘hi- 
gence subcommr-** earlier 
this year that .$1 -mil lion was. 
authonred in .August, 1973, for 
use in Chile. Mr. Cojby further 
testified, howe\er, that less 
than .$30,000 was actually spent 
because of the coup d’etat in 
Chile the next month.

One of the 1970 doc.uments 
shown to Mr, Schorr in.-iuded 
the name of a Chilean Govern- 
ment oincial who served as a! 
conduit tor C.T.A. \mws and 
al.so apnarently helped relay 
funds to anti-Allende forces. 
Such information traditionally 
has been among the most cTo^e- 
dy guarded gox’ernment secrets.

i The first word of Mr. Eagle- 
burger’s action came indirectly 
from State Department officials 
who learned tliat a search had 
been made of the department’s 
•Special vault containging its 40 
Committee documents. 

In a telephone interview yes- 
terday. Mr. Eagleburger 'ac- 
knowledged that Mr. Kissinger 
had autnorized file searches 
both of the National Security 
Council minutes in the White 
House and of the 40 Committee 
documents stored in the State 
Department in an effort “to .see 
whether we could come up with 
something that would indicate 
whether those [Mr. Cline’sj 
statements were correct." 

As Mr. Eaglcnurgcr described 
it, iho file .<eai*che."’ began short- 
ly after Mr, K'bssinger learned 
that Mr. Chne, who retired last 
year, “had made some .state- 
ments about his opposition to

j Wymberiy Coerr. then tho 
State Department’s coordinatou 
for 40 Committee staff recom- 
mendations. urged that no 
'program involving what he 
termed “subornation” be initi- 
ated, according to the sources. 

Mr. Cline, in anotiier hand- 
written comment, reportedly 
depicted Mr. Coerr as being 
”hung up” on the entotional 
overtones of the word suborna- 
tion. “In the world of realpoli- 
tik,” Mr. Cline is said to have 
v/ritten .such activitie.s do take 
place. 

Spending Authorized 

The 40 Committee eventuallv’ 
recommended that 6350,000 be 
spent in an attempt to bribe 
the Congre.s.s. which \f»tcd 
nonetheless in October to ratify 
Dr. Allende as President.
